THE SCHOOLS. 

"Who drives fat cattle should him- 
self lie fat," is an appropriate saying 
with which to preface the few remarks 
we propose to offer upon the recent 
examination of public school teachers 
and the appointment of cercain ladies 
and gentlemen as teachers by the Vic- 
toria trustees. So far as the examina- 
tion per sc progressed no accusation of 
favoritism or unfairness has reached 
us. There is reason to believe that 
the proceedings were conducted with a 
duo regard for tho public welfare. 
Every consideration was shown for the 
feelings of the contestants, who wero 
treated by Messrs. Williams and 
Green — the Victoria examiners — with 
marked courtesy from first to last. 
But in reading over the lists of certifi- 
cates the public must have been un- 
favorably impressed with the fact that 
the threo gentlemen whoso names head 
the column have not been examined at 
all. -Being M. A.'s or B. A. 's they 
were meroly required to present their 
credentials and became, without any 
examination, duly qualified as teachers. 
In the recent controversy on the sub- 
ject of tho schools we frequently drow 
attention to tho section of the Act that 
permits the existence in our school sys- 
tem of a privileged class of persons who 
may aspire and attain to the highest 
positions in tho department without 
having undergone an examination or 
submitted to any test. We showed 
that tho superintendent himself was 
sheltered behind tho degree of M. A., 
and that while he was clamorous for 
the examination of the late teachers he 
availed himself of the Act and exempt- 
ed himself from the ordeal. This 
ought not to be. There should bp no 
privilogeenjoyed by one teacher in which 
all do not share. The Act should be 
amended and if tho present 
House will not do so, the 
next House will. To the rule 
that permits this unjust anomaly 
vre are pleased to record an exception. 
One geutleman, a B. A., declined to 
avail himself of the exception, but, en- 
tered the list of competitors, carried off 
hitfli honors and by his course so won 
the esteem of the trustees that 
ho has been appointed to an important 
positioti in the boys' school. It is 
always au unpleasant task to criticise 
the official acts of gentlemen who have 
accepted onerous trusts to which there 
is attached no emolument; but wo can- 
not help remarking that iu the selection 
of teachers the action of the Victoria 
trustees is in some respects strangely 
inconsistent. The contestant who re- 
ceived the next highest marks to Mr. 
McLaughlan is Mr. Newbury, a 
trained as a Teacher within the pro- 
rince. Yet his claims have been ignored 
while every other contestant (save one 
who declined) who carried oQ a first 
class certificate grade A. is "placed" at 
Victoria. The teacher who holds the 
first rank in first class grade B. is Mr. 
J. Kaye, and tho next in order is Mr. 
Thomson. These gentlemen were teach- 
ers in the boys 1 department last year — 
Mr. Kaye being principal; yet we find 
that in awarding the positions the 
faithful services of Messrs. Kaye and 
Thomson were passed over. What 
was the object of the examination — 
why were the former certificates called 
in? To ascertain the fitness of the 
holders to rotaiu the positions w hich 
they tilled; and the gentlemen we have 
just uamed having stootl tiie test pre- 
scribed, were they not entitled to rein- 
statement? Instead of reinstatement 
they find their positions given to 
strangers. The 1st assistant in the 
same' department is ranked by both 
Mr. Kaye and Mr. Thomson; the 3rd 
assistant stands third in the list of third 
class grade A; and whilst all the 
holders of second class grade A certifi- 
cates have been passed over in the ap- 
pointments to the girls' school, two of 
the four appointees to that department 
are the holders of temporary certificates. 
We are not aware of any steps having 
been adopted by tho trustees to inform 
themselves as to the fitness of the 
stranger teachers to impart instruction. 
The trustees seem to have kept well in 
view the Biblical quotation "A prophet 
hath honor save in his own country," 
and have passed by old and tried teach- 
ers to "worship new gods." 

Having complimented the examiners 
upon the manner in which the exam- 
ination was conducted wo cannot but 
think that there exists grave reason for 
dissatisfaction at the mode in which 
certificates were issued and withheld 
in some cases. Should tho result of in- 
quiries justify the suspicions that an- 
now entertained, we shall not fail to 
express the hope that a searching in- 
vestigation will be instituted by the 
House. 



obtained the second place on first grade 
A.; but ho could not get a position. 
Mr. J. Kaye, an old and well known 
teacher, was disposed of summarily, his 
percentage being 2032, but Mr. J. A. 
Halliday of Westminster celebrity, hav- 
ing 1994, was duly elected. 

Next is Mr. Rand, a gentleman who 
has taught on Salt Spring Island and 
has not had one year's experience as a 
teacher in the province. Then a grand 
educational experiment — a young lady 
transferred to rule unruly boys. 

For the girls' school n lady who has 
taught for years cannot get a certifi- 
cate (it is in "abeyance" whatever that 
means), and is ousted at once to make 
room for an utter stranger. 

For second assistant a" lady is ap- 
pointed who could not pass the exam- 
ination, but was recommendod for a 
temporary certificate I having failed 
even in getting a third class certificate. 

If this is a fair specimen of how- 
things are going to be under tho re- 
formed McKenzie trusteeship I think 
wo had better cease paying school-tax 
and let the public schools die a natural 
or unnatural death.

"Those Disorganised. Schools." 

To the Editop. of The Colonist: 
Sir. — No doubt all your readers are too 
familiar with the heading of this com- 
munication, but still, as these affairs 
have taken a new turn sinco the won- 
derful examination conducted by that 
admirable young man (I quote from 
Dr. Tolmie) (J. 0. MeKcnzie, I trust 
you will kindly find space in your wide- 
ly circulated journal for a few remarks 
concerning the action of the school 
trustees of this city in their election of 
teachers for the Victoria schools. 

At the time' of the hist election, when 
party spirit ran high, Mr. Wilson was 
a candidate in opposition to Mr. . Shot- 
bolt and the former geutleman stated 
in exnress terms "that he would not 
be led by Mr. Fell" and that "he would 
give Victorian teachers tho preference, 
everything else being equal." On this 
pledge ho was elected and thus he has 
fulfilled his pledge : —

Francis Jack Needham, Karl Kil- 
morly, just died in his 93rd year, was 
the oldest peer on tho roll. He was a 
mass of eccentricities to the last.

The Dundee Advertiser* London cor- 
respondent says that tho speech of the 
Rev. J. Nelson, the Presbyterian cler- 
gyman who is M. P. for Mayo, was the 
speech of the evening so far as the 
Irish Relief Bill was concerned. In 
style and manner it was a deliverance 
from a Presbyterian pulpit, spoken on 
the floor of the House of Commons. 
Some of the passages would in other 
men have created a littlo amusement, 
but the evident sincerity of the speaker 
restrained any disposition to laugh. 
Some passages of tho speech were elo- 
quent, and indeed Mr. Nelson, from 
his age and experience, was able to ven- 
ture on flights on which no other mem- 
ber could have dared with impunity.

Scripturalnesa in his language, and an 
"Oh, my brethren" tone in his appeals 
familiar to congregations, but never 
before heard in the House of Commons. 
His first sentence was felicitous. He

was a speech in itself, and that he had 
been sent there to represent public 
opinion in Ireland. Ho spoke with 
saddening but impressive eloquence of 
tho condition of the Country, and a de- 
scription of a scene which he hail wit- 
nessed at an eviction was delivered 
with tremendous energy, and in a voice 
pitched in the very highest key. He 
was loudly cheered by the Irish mem- 
bers, and the tone and intense earnest- 
ness of his speech disarmed criticism. 
Mr. Forster, who followed, paid him a 
warm compliment. 

On July 3rd Madame Albani sang 
before tho Queen and the Princess Bea- 
trice at Windsor. 

Lord Palmerston once said that 
Gladstone would raise a revolution in 
England and die in a madhouse. 

Mgr. Capel's bankruptcy is tln> talk 
of the town in London society. Tho 
knowing ones hint at some strange re- 
velations in connection with it. 

Eating unsound ham at a sale on the 
Duke of Portland's estato of Welbeck 
caused the death of four persons and 
the serious illness of about a score of 
people. 

A Shaker lately appeared before the 
Lymington guardians to answer whe- 
ther or not he would contribute to- 
ward the support of his wife, who is a 
lunatic and chargeable to the union. 
The man said he was unable to do so, 
as ho had no means. Skakors, he said, 
did not work for hire, but for one an- 
other, and he must obey the Almighty, 
by whoso spirit he was led to join 
them. The guardians, hewever, deter- 
mined to summon him for refusing *to 
contribute to his wife's support. 

Iu the West of London, the corres- 
pondents say, it is no uncommon thing 
to meet a lady on a tricycle, which is 
getting to bo for athletic young girls 
what the bicycle is to young men. The 
vehicle is a queer looking thing. The 
large driving wheel is at one side, with 
two small guiding wheels at the other, 
a comfortable seat, like that of a sulky, 
being placed in the centre. The pro- 
pelling power is applied to two foot 
cranks in front. The speed attained by 
these three-wheeled conveyances is 
nearly fifteen miles an hour. 

Mr. Mundella is determined to make 
education compulsory all over that part 
of England which is under school 
boards by his new bill, the purport of 
which is to do away with the last frag- 
ment of "local option" in this matter 
which remains to the boards. After 
tho 1st of January next any board that 
has not adopted the compulsory by law 
will have a compulsory by-law forced 
on it by tho education department, so 
that the portion of England under 
school boards will be practically placed 
in the same position as Scotland. 

A Bradlaugh case lately turned up 
in tho Court of the Lord Mayor of 
London, when a man refused to to take 
oath because he was a "Gnostic." He 
could not claim to havo any religious 
belief, and would not outrage the feel- 
ings of religious sen by going through 
what in his case would be a mockery. 
The Recorder refused to gratify the 
cravings after notorioty of the recal- 



citrant juror, and dispensed with his 
service, to the evident disappointment 
of the rejected one. 

Sir W. Lawson, replying to a letter 
sent by a resident on tho point of com- 
pensation in licensing reforms, says he 
has never admitted that the licensed 
drink-seller has any right to com- 
pensation, after tho expiration of tho 
period for which tho licenso has been 
granted. Ho neither admits nor deniei 
the claim, but waits to hear it fairly 
stated and argued. Mr. Gladstone ad- 
vocated equitable compensation and ho 
thinks he was quite right. Ho does 
not wish to do anything inequitable, 
but there will bo a great deal to say as 
to the meaning of "equitable compen- 
sation" before the matter is settled. 

Mr. Childers lately declined to ad- 
mit in tho House of Commons that in 
consequenco of Lord Card well's reor- 
ganization scheme of 1871 tho non- 
commissioned officers of the lino had 
deteriorated. They were really im- 
proved in many respects. They wero 
better educated, and a fewer number 
wore reduced to the ranks. They were 
certainly younger than of old and pos- 
sibly lacked experience. Of tho whole 
complement it was found that 71 per 
cent, on completing their six years' 
service preferred remaining with the 
colours. He added that both German 
and French military departments wero 
experiencing exactly the same difficul 
ties with respect to non-commissioned 
officers, although their armios wero ro- 
cruited in a very different way, and 
tho problem in the face of tho social 
circumstances of the present day ap 
pearedto bo a very difficult one through- 
out Europe. 

Tho Tichborno claimant (says a Tick 
et-of-Leave Man" in "Convict Life") 
got admitted to the church choir 
Dartmouth Convict Prison for two 
reasons — ho obtained a more comfort 
able seat, and he was excused labor on 
Saturday mornings that he might 
attend practice. Tho organist assured 
me that ho had no notion of singing, 
and the noise he made was something 
between the chirp of a crow and the 
croak of a raven. It was generally 
admitted by the more intelligent pris- 
oners who came in contact with him 
that his habits and manners were vul- 
gar. Ho was doing his best, by the 
aid of French school-books furnished 
him by the priest, to master the French 
language, and ho made all sorts of 
promises to a prisoner who was in the 
next coll to him and who could speak 
French if ho would aid him; but this 
man told mo that he was very stupid 
at it; and that his progress was very 
slow, The big man was very unpopu- 
lar with some of his neighbors, who soy 
that ho was a bad sleeper and used to 
blow and grunt and groan all through 
the small hours. He was unpopular 
with the warder, because it was with 
tho greatest difficulty he could bo got 
to scrub his cell or keep his coll fur- 
niture clean. 

^ At the recent christening of Paul de 

Spain stood as its godmother, and M. 
Julien of Marseilles as its godfather, 
and the latter settled upon the boy the 
sum of 250,000 francs. M. Julien is 
simply a fanatical admirer of the Bona- 
partist Deputy. Ho is the same gen- 
tleman wdio some timo ago offered to 
pay all Cassagnac's fines and election 
expenses, but tho consideration was 
declined. 

A writer in Temple Bar says that 
" the most unobstrusively well behaved 
man toward women is, paradox as some 
may think it, a really well bred Ameri- 
can." 

A knowledge on the contents of the 
Bible is no longer required by the 
Honor School of Theology nl Oxford. 
Only such familiarity with the con- 
tents of tho Bible as may "incidentally" 
be displayed in answers to papers or 
in viva voce will still be found useful 
by the theological student, and the be 
trayal of "serious ignorance" may still 
prove a bar to a firsl-class. The 
Board announce that in such cases the 
examiners would "feel themselves 
bound to refuse high honors." 

The Saturday Review dubs agnosti- 
cism "but ohl atheism 'porit large.' 
And it has come to be writ largo be- 
cause it is gaining grcjnnd in respecta 
blc society, where the older and simp- 
ler designation carries with— if we may 
borrow a convenient term from the 
logic manuals — an effensive connotation 
very much on the principle that, vice is 
said by losing its grossness to lose half 
its evil. The now nomenclature may 
or may not be an advantage; those 
who like to call a spade a spade will be 
disposed to regret it. But it is anyhow 
a fact, and it confirms our view of the 
importance attached to names."

A Suggestive Losond anent the Vic- 
toria Postofaoo. 

There in a terrible legend of (Jrim-Tar- 
lary, concerning a very massive and im- 
posing odifico, which is also very ancient, 
it is so vast and impressive that travellers 
are profoundly affected, especially those 
wlio come from a town whero a cortain 
number of persons aro placed in jeopardy 
by tho dropping of rotten sandstone from 
the front of a postoffico. One such tra- 
veller was gazing with admiration upon 
tho edifice, in company with his majesty 
the king of the country, and ho could not 
restrain himself from saying: 

" O King, what is the secret of the won- 
derful strength of this building, that it has 
neither tumbled down nor boon burned 
up ?" 

But his majesty tho king of the country 
was coy, and forbore to answer. Being 
pressed more closely, however, at length 
ho answered, ,; Stranger, its strength is 
a secrot of tho stale." 

The stranger was not dismayed, and 
after much entreaty, his pertinacity over- 
came the reluctance of the king, who 
said with solemnity: " O stranger, when 
my ancestor began to build this temple, it 
waslaid upon insecure foundations. There- 
upon he sunt for another builder, and said 
to him: 'The present corner-stono will 
be raised, and the late clerk of tho works 
placed under alive, and upon the stone 
laid upon the body, you will proceed to 
erect the wall ; should it he weak or in- 
sufficient, it will bo taken down ; tho cor- 
ner-stone again raised, you will be placed 
under it alive, tho stone will be again 
laid, and tho building proceed once more.' 
My ancestor said nothing further ; and 
you now know, stranger, the secrot of 
these massivo walls, and why this build- 
ing does not tumble down." 

The stranger, says tho Grim-Tartar 
legend, went his way much meditating the 
marvellous government which was able to 
prevent flimsy building. 

Singular Historical Coincidences from 
Chaucer's Political Lifo. 

lie was elected representative for Kent 
in the parliament which met at West- 
minster on the 1st of October, 1386. The 
winner of tho Derby sweepstakes in 1880 
is named Bend'Or. 

It was during the sitting of the parlia- 
ment above alluded to that Obaucor was 
examined as a witness on tho right of 
LordScropo to tho arms 'azure a Bond or' 
in opposition to the claim of .Sir Robert 
Grosvenor. The last part of his evidence 
is aa follows. He had always heard that 
these arms belonged to the family of 
Scropo from time immemorial and ho had 
seen Lord Scropo so armed in France. 
Chaucer replied to tho interrogation as to 
whether ho had ever hoard of any inter- 
ruption or challenge by Sir Richard 
Grosvenor or any of his ancestors ? "No, 
but ho said that he was once walking in 
Friday street, London, and as he was 
walking in the street he saw a new sign 
made of tho said arms and ho askod 
what inn that was that had hung out 
these arms of Scropo ? And one answer- 
ed him and said, 'No, sir, they are not 
hung out for the arms of Scrope nor paint- 
ed thoro for (hose arms, but they aro 
painted and put thoro by a Knight of 
Chester whom men call Sir Robert Gros- 
venor;' and that was tho first time ho ever 
heard speak of Sir Robert Grosvenor or 
any of his ancestors or any other bearing 
tho name of Grosvenor." 

coincidence NO. 2. 
Chaucer is reported tohavo taken an active 
part in the struggle between tlio court 
and the city on the occasion of tho ro-eloc- 
tion of John of Northampton to the 
mayoralty in 1382 and thus to have in- 
curred the resentment of the government. 
John of Northampton, whose real name 
was Comberton, was one of tho followers 
of Wicklifib, and a furious partisan of the 
Duke of Lancaster, and ho rendered him- 
self so obnoxious to tho. clorgy that his 
re-election produced a tumult, which it 
was necessary to subdue by force. Sovoral 
lives were lost in tho scenes that followod 
and Comberton was arrested and sent to 
prison in February, 1384. 

Politicians may note the trouble creatod 
by Mr. Bradlaugh, member of Parliament 
for Northampton in 1880. Mr. Bradlaugh, 
however, is confessedly an athiest, while 
John of Northampton was a roformer.

Sir. a. It. Sproat. 



The retirement of Mr. Sproat from tho 
office of Indian Reserve Commissioner 
after four years' servico, partly with col- 
leagues, but for the last two and a-half 
years as single commissioner, marks an 
advanced stage in the adjustment of one 
of the most important questions dealt 
with in the Terms of Union between this 
Province and Canada. The Indians of 
British Columbia aro a numerous part of 
its population and we all are interested in 
their well-being and contentment. It has 
fallen to the lot of Mr. Sproat, as prac- 
tically an arbitrator between tho two Gov- 
ernments concerned, to occupy - a position 
of considerable difficulty, responsibility 
and isolation. It appears from tho Colo- 
nial Oflieo list that Mr. Sproat was edu- 
cated for the Indian Civil Service. He 
came hero about twenty years ago to as- 
sist tho late Capt. Stamp in executing 
contracts for spars and timbor required 
in Europe, in lieu of decreasing supplies 
from other parts of tho world, and particu- 
larly in lieu of the pitch-pine supplies 
shut up from export by tiio blockade of 
tho Southern States. Before leaving Eng- 
land he had published a translation of 
" Select Odes of Horace in English Ly- 
rics," and had taken much interest in tho 
condition of merchant seamen. A short 
time after arriving in this colony Sir 
James DougKis offered him a scat in the 
legislative council, but this was declined 
in accordance with a resolution, which it 
appears has since boon followod, not to 
participate in politics. Our older citizens, 
nevertheless, will remember Mr. Sproat's 
connection between 18(50 and I860 with j 
various public matters, such as tho enrol- 
ment and organization of the first regi- j 
mont of volunteers formed in this conn- 
try; tho vindication, in connection there- j 
with,' of tho social rights of our colored j 
citizens; the winter evening lectures, in 
which, mainly through the labors of the 
late Mr. Alston, the Mechanics' Institute i 
had its origin, and with other similar mat- 
ters. A staunch advocate of tho free 
port, it is well known that Mr. Sproat | 
viewed its abolition as a severe chock, if 
not a death-blow, to tho prosperity of 
Victoria and especially to tho fanning in- 
terests in its neighborhood. After the 
close of tho American civil war and the i 
opening of the southern ports Mr. Sproat , 
returned to London and engaged in btisi- ' 
noss, having received from his employers : 
a very substantial recognition of his ser- 
vices while in this country. Ho became 
in London chairman of a committee to 
watch British Columbian affairs, and the 
agent of tho Colonial Office thereanent, I 
and was also joint secretary of tho com- 1 
mittee whose report to tho Board of Trade 
on tho condition of merchant seamen be- j 
came the basis of an amended Shipping ' 
Bill. A book entitled <; Scenes and Stud- j 
ies of Savage Lifo " — tho fruit of his ob ; 
ser vat ions of aboriginal lifo and manners 
on the northwest coast — had a consider- 
able circulation among ethnological read- 
ers, and an elaborate work on "The Edu- 
cation of tho Rural Poor in England " was 
also well received. The celebration of the 
centenary of Sir Walter Scott in Groat 
Britain produced from Mr. Sproat's pon 
a book " On tho Poetry of Sir Walter I 
Scott" in which the view was taken that, 
as a describer of inanimate naturo Sir 
Walter had no equal, and that his ulti- 
mato literary reputation would rest more 
on his poetry than even on his admirable 
prose writings. Mr. Sproat after confed- 
eration became Agent-General for British 
Columbia, and his action in that oflieo in 
defending tho interests of the Province in 
London is probably known generally to 
most of our readers. Tho Earl of Car- 
narvon, Secretary of State for tho Colon- 
ies, expressed in an official letter his ap- 
preciation of tho "clear and temperate 
mannor" in which, in tho absence of t he 
delegates, the railway question bad been 
prosentedto the homo Government. The 
official services of the Agent-General wore 
acknowledged also in tho Liout. -Govern- 
or's speech to the House of Assembly and 
received praise in tho official reports of 
tho Hon G. A. Walkom and the Hon. 
A. DoCosinos, successively delegates to 
England on railway and dock matters. 
The hand-book for Emigrants to British 
Columbia, compiled by Mr. Sproat, was 
intended to bo issued in yearly editions, 
with cmondations as required by the pro- 
gress of tho Province, and tho type was 
kept up a year for this purpose; but the 
Provincial Government, it would appear, 
did not grasp the idea and the arrange- 
ment foil through. In 1875 tho first prize 
of a thousand dollars for tho best essay- 
on tho " British Opium Policy in India 
and China " foil to Mr. Sproat on the ad- 
judication of Sir Bartle Frero and two 
other eminent Anglo-Indian statesmen. 
There wore seventy-five competitors, and 
it was remarked in several English news- 
papers as a singular fact that the prize in 
such a competition should go to a remoto 
place like British Columbia. After several 
visits to tho Provinco Mr. Sproat returned 
to it in 1870 and was offered the appoint- 
ment of joint commissioner on tho Indian 
Land Commission without bavin* applied 
to the Dominion Government for the of- 
fice. In tho spring of 1878 ho was ap- 
pointed to the otlice of sole commissioner, 
which he ,'ias lately resigned. Tho Reserve 
Commission, during Mr. Sproat's connec- 
tion with it, has dealt with tho Indian land 
question in the principal inhabited portions 
of the Province, namely, in Vancouver 
Island and in the important districts of 
Now Westminster, Lytton, Nicola, Kam- 
loops and Okanagan. The land question 
in the somewhat, extensive but, by com- 
parison, scantily peopled areas not yet 
visited can, it is supposed, bo dealt with 
in connection with the ordinary adminis- 
tration of Indian sffairs.

Wednesday, August 4. 
Johnny, a Cowichan Indian, charged 
with being in possession of a coat, know 
ing the same to be stolen, was remanded 
for sentence for one day. A charge en- 
tered against another Indian to whom the 
coat was given to pawn was withdrawn. 
On a second charge of stealing a sack con- 
taining various articles and tho sum of 
$7 tho first defendant was also remanded 
for a day. 

Loe Lung, a Chinaman, charged with 
having in his possession door foot, con- 
trary to tho Game Protection Act, was 
fined S5 and costs. 

Alfred Raper, on remand, charged with 
embezzlement from A. B. Gray was com- 
mitted for trial on two distinct counts, 
tho first being a chargo of ombezzling 
§330.34 in the month of July, 1879, and 
tho second the sum of §100 in August of 
tho same year. 

Mr. W. Pollard, counsel for tho defen- 
dant, asked that his client be committed 
to tho Nanainio assizes as most of the wit- 
nesses in tho case resided there. 

Counsel for tho plaintiff objected to 
this courso of procedure and his Honor 
ruled that tho application would have to 
be made before tho Supreme Court. 

Mr. Pollard intimated that the applica- 
tion would bo made. 

Tho defendant w«s then removed in 
custody. 

Stephen Jones waH charged by Michael 
Rourko with unlawfully assaulting him in 
the execution of his duty as poundkooper. 

Tho plaintiff having been duly sworn 
testified that on Saturday last whilst he 
was impounding a cow belonging to the de- 
fondant the latter approached him and 
struck him with a long stick (produced), 
the witness being at the time on horse- 
back. Tho blow inflicted a wound on 
tho scalp, but tho witness continued to 
execute his duty and impounded tho cow. 

Tho defendant, on taking the stand, 
testified that the prosecutor took his cow 
from his charge whilst he was driving hor 
homo from pasture and had thereby ex- 
ceeded his duty. Tlio prosecutor had 
also tried to ride over tho witness whilst 
he (witness) was ondoavoring to roscuo 
his cow and that in self defense he (wit- 
ness) struck tlio prosecutor's horse but 
did not intend to strike the pound-keeper, 
although in tho excitement of tho mo- 
ment he might have done so. 

Mr. W. Pollard, counsel for Jones, 
then applied to the judge to hear a cross 
charge of assault against. Rourko before 
deciding tho pro\ ions case. 

His Honor having granted the applica- 
tion evidence was adduced to show that 
after Jones' cow had been impounded 
Jones proceeded in the direction of his 
resilience, and having passed tho pound 
some 20 yards Rourko came out and fol- 
lowed Jones and caught, him from behind 
sy the coat collar, threw him down and 
kicked him several times about tho head 
and shoulders, inflicting wounds to tho 
faco. 

Tlio prosecutor in this case on being 
requested showed the wound inflicted. 

Mr. J. Jessop was then called and 
testified to the severe nature of the alleg- 
ed assault, having witnessed it from his 
own residence on Yates street. Mrs. 
Mary Lewis also deposed to tho assault 
having been committed by the defendant. 

The defendant then took the stand 
and testified that Jones was the aggressor. 

His Honor imposed a fine of !j?20 and 
costs on each party. 

Mr. Eberts appeared for Rourko and 
Mr. Pollard for Jones.

What is that? 

Look closer and you will see that it 
is a gaunt, grim wolf, creeping out of 
the little grove of cottonwoods townrd 
a buffalo calf gamboling round its moth 
er. 

Raise your eyes a little more and 
you will see that the prairie beyond is 
alive with buffalo. Count them! You 
might as well try to count the leaves 
on a giant maple. They are mowing 
foot by foot as they crop the juicy 
grass, "and living waves rise and fall as 
the herd slowly sweep on. Afar out 
to the right and left— mere specks on 
the plain, are flankers — brave old buf- 
faloes, which catch a bite of grass and 
then sniff the air and scan tho horizon 
for intimation of danger. They aro 
the sentinels of the herd, and right 
well can they be trusted. 

The wolf creeps nearer! 

All the afternoon the great herd has 
fed in peace, and as it now slowly 
moves toward the distant river it is all 
unconscious that danger iH near. 
Look you woll and watch the wolf, 
for you are going to see such a sight 
as not one man in ten thousand has 
ever beheld. 

Creep— crawl— skulk now behind a 
knoll, now drawing himself over the 
grass — now raising its head above a 
thistle to mark the loclity of its victim. 
It is a lone, shambling skulful wolf, 
lame and spiteful and treacherous i 
Wounded or ailing ho has been loft 
alone to get on as best ho may; and 
his green eyes light up with fiercer 
blaze as ho draws nearer to his un- 
conscious proy. 

ThorelNo, he is yet too faraway. 
Creep — creep — creep ! Now lie is 
twenty feet away — now fiftoon, now 
ton. lie hugs tho earth, gathers his 
feet under him, and ho bounds thro ugh 
the air as if shot from a gun. Ho is 
rolling the calf over and over on_ tho 
grass in throo seconds after ho springs. 

Now watch ! 

A cry of pain from the calf— a furi- 
ous hollow from the mother as sho 
wheels and charges the wolf — a startled 
movement from a dozen of tho nearest 
nnimal.s, and a rush begins. Tho one 
wolf is magnified into a hundred, tho 
hundred into a thousand. Short, sharp 
bellows— notes of alarm — a rush, and 
in fifty seconds after the wolf has wet 
his faiigs witli blood, that living mass 
is in motion to got away from an un- 
known terror. 

The waves rise higher and higher 
as tho confusion spreads. Ono instant 
it seems as if ten thousand acres of 
solid prairio wore moving bodily away 
— again waves rise and fall as tho 
cowards behind rush upon those in 
front, who wait to sniff the air and 
learn the clanger. In one minute tho 
alarm runs down the herd to the 
leadors, further than the eye can see, 
and tho entire herd is going off at a 
mad gallop, heads down, eyes rolling, 
and no thought but - of eseape. If 
Lake Erie were to clash itself against 
a wall the shock would be no greater 
than tho awful crash with which this 
mass of rattling hoofs, sharp horns and 
hairy bodies would tneetit. The clatter 
of hoof and rattle of horns would drown 
the noise of a brigade, of cavalry gal- 
loping over a stone-paved road. 

Ride out on their trail. Hero whero 
the stampede began the ground ia torn 
and furrowed qb if a thousand cannon 
had been firing solid shot at targets. 
Hero and there are calves which have 
been gored or crushed — here older ani- 
mals with broken legs and disabling 
wounds. Here, where the herd was 
fairly off, you might as well hunt a 
gold dollar as a blade of grass. You 
look for miles as you look across it. It 
is a trail of dirt and dust, and roots, 
and furrows, where half an hour ago 
was a carpet of green grass and smiling 
flowers. Tho most dreadful cyclone 
known to man could not have left 
more horrible scars behind. 

Miles away, on tho bank of a wind- 
ing, growling river, aro three white- 
topped emigrant wagons. A camp lire 
blazes to boil the kettles — men, women 
and children stand about, peering over 
tho setting sun atthedistant mountains 
and glad that their journey is almost 
done. Butterflies come and go on lazy- 
wing— the crickets chirp cheerily in 
in tho grass, and the eagles sailing in 
the bluo evening have no warning to 
give. 

Hark ! Is that thunder? 

Men and women turn in their tracks 
as they look in vain for a cloud in the 
sky. That rumble comes again as thoy 
look into each other's faces. It grows 
louder as women turn pale and men 
reach for their trusty rifles. The ground 
trembles, and afar off comes a din 
which strikes terror to the heart. "In- 
dians!" they whisper. No I A thous 
and times better for them if savage 
Pawnee dared ride down where those 
long barrelled rifles could speak in 
defence of the peaceful camp. "A 
stampede of buffaloes I" gasps ono of 
the men as he catches sight of the ad- 
vance guard under tho awful cloud of 
dust. Rifles aro held ready for a shot, 
and tho children climb up on the heavy 
wagon whcols to see the strange pro- 
cession gallop past. 

Hero they come 1 Crack 1 crack ! 
crack ! from three rifles, and a shout as 
each bullot tells. Next instant a 
olmggy head, followed by a dust- 
browned body, rushes through the 
camp. Then another and another. 
The men shout and wave their arms — 
the women and children turn paler yet. 

The roar and din Bhut out every 
other sound, and the wagons jar and 
tremble with the concussion. Now 
another shaggy head — another — half 
a dozen — a score — a hundred — a great 
living wave which sweeps along with 
the power of a tornado, followed br- 
others moro fierce and strong, and the 
camp is blotted off tlio face of the earth 
more completely than by any power 
of Heaven. Nothing to bo seen — no 
shout to bo heard. Wavo followed 



wave across the s;iot — over the bank — 
into the stream and across, and when 
the last of the herd has passed lb. 
keenest hunter can find noth ng on 
that spot of wood or iron or cloth or 
bone or flesh to prove that a dozen men, 
women and children were there wiped 
out of existence and reduced to shreds 
and dust. 

THE PRINCE'S SEATS. 

An Authentic Account of the Frinoo 
Imperial's Last Fijflt. 



London, July 2S.~ Brigadier-General 
Sir Evelyn Wood, who accompanied 
the ex-Empress Eugenic to Zululand, 
has sent the papers descriptivo of the 
death of tho Prince Imperial, collected 
from tlio independent narratives of 
eighteen of the Zulus who participated 
in the attack on the Prince's party. 
These papers show that the attacking 
party numbered fifty, twelve of whom 
followed tho Prince, and eight being 
immediately concerned in his death. 
Tho Zulus having nearly surrounded 
the Prince's party, fired and rushed on 
them as thoy were, mounting. Tlio 
Prince, not having succeeded in mount- 
ing, ran alongside his horse until it 
broko away. Tho Prince then fol- 
lowed his liorso until, being closely 
pressed by his pursuers, ho turned up- 
on thom, in the language of the Zulus 
".like a lion at bay." Being struck by 
an assegai in tho side he rushed at the 
nearest opponent, who fled. Another 
Zulu then fired at the Prince when 
only ten yards from him. Tlio Prince 
fired off his pistols and faced his rapid- 
ly-increasing foes, until, menaced from 
his right and roar, and struck by an- 
other assegai, he regained tho level on 
which he first stood in the Donga 
whero he was speedily surrounded. He 
seized tho assegai which had been 
thrown at him. In struggling with his 
terrified horse bis sword had fallen 
from its scabbard and ho I bus defended 
himsolf against seven or eight Zulus, 
who stato that they did not dare to 
close in on him until ho sank exhaust- 
ed on his hips. Tlio above facts wei» 
elicited from Zulus who were examin- 
ed separately on the sceno of attack. 

A Jockey's Inference. — A well- 
known Bostouian was trying a horse 
one day in company with the owner, a 
professional "jockey." Having driven 
him a mile or two, the gentleman, who 
noticed that ho pulled pretty hard and 
showed a good deal of spirit, required 
constant watching and a steady rein, 
said, " Do you think that is just the 
horse for a woman to drivo ?" " Well, 
sir," answered the jockey, "I must say 
that I shouldn't want to marry the 
woman that could drivo*that horse." —

A BYLAW 

FOR RAISING A MUNICIPAL REVENUE ON REAL 
AND PERSONAL PROPERTY IN THE YEAR 
IMO. — 

1. Be it enacted by tho Mayor and 
Council of the Corporation uf tho City of 
Victoria as follows: — 

2. There shall be raised, levied and col- 
lected in the year 1880 upon all real and 
personal property mentioned in the as- 
sessment roll in force in the City an equal 
rate of eight-tenths of one pur cent, on 
tho assessed value thereof as appears by 
the said roll. 

3. The aforesaid taxes shall be due and 
payable by tho person or persons liablo 
for tho same to tho Collector for the Mu- 
nicipal Council at his oflico in tho City 
Council Chambers, Victoria, on the fif- 
teenth day of July, in the year 1880. 

4. Tho Victoria Revenue Bylaw, 1879, 
so far as tho same relates to tho imposi- 
tion of a tax or rate of eight-tenths of one 
por cent, in the year 1880 upon the as- 
sessed value of the real and personal pro- 
perty mentioned in tho assessment roll 
tor the time being in force is hereby re- 
pealed providing always that all payments 
of the said rate for tho year 1880 already 
made by any person or persons shall be 
dealt with in the same manner and be as 
valid in nil respects as if the same had 
been made after the passing ot this By- 
law and under tho provisions thereof. 

5. The special rate imposed by the 
Water Works Debenture and Revenue 
Bylaw, 1877, and by the Bylaw to author- 
ize the raising of twenty thousand dol- 
lars, 1878, shall continue to bo raised, 
levied and collected in addition to all 
rates and taxes imposed under this Bylaw 
and shall be applied to the purposes speci- 
fied in the said Bylaws respectively. 

0. The annual tax authorized to be as- 
sessed, lovied and collected by thoVicfcoria 
Road Tax Bylaw, 1877, as amended by 
the Victoria Road Tax Amendment By- 
law, 1877, shall continue to be assessed, 
lovied and collected in addition to the 
rates and taxes imposed by this Bylaw 
and shall form part of the general Muni- 
cipal Revenue. 

7. Clause 10 "Tho Victoria Revonuo 
Bylaw-,1879," is hereby amended by strik- 
ing out the word "three" immediately 
before tho word "calendar" in the last 
line thereof and inserting in lieu thereof 
the word "one." 

8. Schodulo A of " The Victoria Reve- 
nue Bylaw, 1870," is hereby amended by 
inserting therein after the words "Every 
proprietor or manager of any theatre with- 
in the City limits for a single entertain- 
ment §5" tho following words " and for a 
week S15," and by inserting therein after 
tho words "and for the minor exhibitions 
for single ontertainuionts S2 50 " the fol- 
lowing words "and fur a week 87 50." 
And by striking out tho figures 810 after 
tho words " every commercial traveller " 
and iusorting in lieu thereof the figures 
820.
